SJtiO* 9fc’.—In exorcise of the powers confcired by the 
piwiso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby 1 makes h t following rule« reguhiting the method of 
recruimtrtt to the port of Senior Pemonnol Assistent in the 
Indian Navy, namely :— 

L (1) Short title awl copimcncwncnt;—Thete rules may 
be called th^ Indian Navy Senior Pemmnal Assistant Group 
‘B* J posts Keorultment Rules, 1^94. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay^-The 
number of said post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, and other qualifica¬ 
tions etc.—The method of recruiment, age limit, qualifica¬ 
tion and other matters relating ta the said post shall be u 
specified in column 5 to 14 of the said schedule. 
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4. Disqualification—No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living* has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may* if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the per¬ 
sonal law applicable to such person and tho- other 
party to the marriage and that there are other 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 


5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by otrder and for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
in consultation with Union Public Service Commission* re¬ 
lax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 


6. Saving,—Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva¬ 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes, Ex-serviceman and other special categories of per¬ 
sons in accordance with the orders Issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

Imposition of Restrictions On The Use And Enjoyment 
of Land lying in the Vicinity of Terminal Ballistic* Re¬ 
search Laboratory (TBRL), Range Ramgarh, 

SRO, 99.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
3 of the Works of Defence Act, 1903 (7 of 1903), the Central 
Government hereby declares that it is necessary to impose 
the restrictions specified in clause (b) of section 7 of the 
said Act upon the use and enjoyment of the land des¬ 
cribed in the Schedule hereto annexed, being land in the 
vicinity of Terminal Ballistics Research Laboratory (TBRL), 
Range Ramgarh in the State of Haryana in order that the 
said land may be kept free from buildings and oher obs¬ 
tructions. 

2. A sketch plan of the said land is attached us per 
Appendix ‘A’ which may be inspected in the office of the 
Deputy Commissioner, Ambala. 

SCHEDULE 

All the land comprised in the area lying within a dis¬ 
tance of approximately 9J 4.40 meters (1000 yards) from 
the crest of the outer parapet of the Terminal Ballistics 
Research Laboratory (TBRL), Range Ramgarh in the State 
of Haryana, as shown in the sketch plan of Appendix ‘A' 
and as per the details given as under :—

Western boundary of TBRL (Defence Land) coincides with 
the North-Eastern boundary of Panchkula-Barawala Road, 
then towards North-We i t ond North along the Eastern 
boundary of Panehkula Barawala Road upto point ‘B T 
where it meets with the North-Western boundary of village 
Nangal Mogi Nand.
